The banker buys 
 foréign debtd Feépredented’ by bills ‘of 
exchange from those’ to ‘whom ‘the ' 
money is due, ‘and he itis who ‘makes 
the sales bo those who are under the 
painful mecessity to pay debts to for- 
eign creditors. 

It is chear that the business of for- 
eign exchange is closely connected 
with that of foreign trade, and in 
addition to enabling exporters ‘and 
importers: to receive paymentt ‘for 
their wares the reader will perceive 
that the bills of exchange of mer- 
chants have another function. They 
enable funds to be transferred from 
one country to another without the 
risk and expense of sending the 
precious metals. 

A banker in this country, for in- 
stance, may be calléd- upon to make 
funds available on the other side of 
the. world.. He buys bills of ' ex- 
change in connection with the ex- 
port of produce to that country, sends 
them to his agent there, and in due 
course the bills are presented for 
payment, and with the money 60 re- 
ceived “he has the wherewithal to 
meet the payment he is called upon 
to make for his client. Or, avain, the 
reader may have sold shares in New 
Yorlt; he wants his bagker to get the 
moncty to London for him. 

The banker’s correspondent in the 
United States in turn buys bills 
drawn in connection with shipments 
to London. When these arrive the 
bills ars presented for acceptance to 
the person upon whom they are 
drawn, end when completed by ac- 
ceptance the banker sells them un- 
der discount on the London money 
market, and so has the funds to pay 
his clients for the shares previously 
sold in New York. 

With the trade of the world in a 
state of suspended animation, it 
would weem that a further problem 
has emerged, illustrating the old 
axiom, ‘‘The nation that does not 
| buy, neither shall it sell.’’ With 
fewer bills of exchange being drawn 
in connection with imports and ex- 
ports, *he means of itransferring 
funds in settlement of foreign in 
debtedmess for interest payments, 
services rendered, war debts, repara- 
tions, and the like have diminished 

alarmingly. 
| It ig the balance of indebtedness, 
|| the excess of what a nation owes one 
country over that which it is owed. 
| that causes exchanges to move 
against the debtor country, and re 
sort then has to be made to gold 
shipments to cancel that excess, But 
the movement of gold cannot go on 
indefinitely if the monetary standard 
of the country based on gold, is to 
be preserved intact, and other means 
of payment have to be found.

Toronto, Oct. 2— With ube ut- 
terances of faith and confidence in 
the future, Premier R. B. Bennett 
here. reday -night.deckared that 
the issue, before the world today was 
that of Christian civilization. Civil- 
ization had not failed; Christian re- 
ligion must not go into the discard 
and: ‘with supreme confidence, high 
courage and faith, the prime minister 
stated, we must look forward to the 
future. 

‘‘What is the mutter with the 
world ttoday?’’ the prime minister 
exclaimed. ‘‘What is the rouble 
with the world? The mad orgy of 
c7travagance, reckless expenditure 
cf money, forgetting old and homely 
virtues of thrift or. care for the mor- 
row, believing that. get-rich-quick 
should be tthe motito of our lives—all 
these things’ have brought us to this 
pass. ”» 

‘“How could present difficulties be 
overcome? Premier Bennett proceed- 
ed. Some people looked té govern- 
ments and said,they must do it; oth- 
ers looked to churches and said they 
must do it; ‘‘but men and women,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘itt will be one way 
only—by you and me, ourselves, and 
by. no one else. It is what the indi- 
vidual will do that will determiine the 
issue.’’’ 

Continuing, Premier Bennett stat- 
ed the grace of God had saved Eng- 
land in the 18th century. ‘‘And,’’ 
he declared, ‘‘I atm firmly convinced 
that nothing but the grace of God 
wil save this world.

CREAM DELIVERIES INCREASE 

Alberta is fast becoming a notable 
dairy province. According to a 
statement recently released from the 
office of Dr. C. P. Marker, Dairy 
Commissioner; Edmonton, deliveries 
to creameries in the province for the 
four weeks ending August 29 were 
12.2 per cent. in excess of those 
made in the same period last year. 
The total deliveries during the 
month of August, 1931, were 2,246,- 
569 pounds of butterfat in cream. 

For the period January 1 to Aug- 
ust 29 this year, the increase was 
82-4 per cent over the deliveries 
made in the same period during 
1930. A signifcant feature of this 
increase is the fact that while the 
northern and central sections of Al- 
berta contributed generously to the 
total, the former increasing 35.6 per 
cent. and the latter 42.7 per cent., 
the southern section made a gain of 
15.8 per cent.

delivered this' year than last, and 
about 7 percent. less first grade. 
Second and off grades were slightly 
lower in 1931. 

‘Commenting on these figures, Dr. 
| Marker made the following state- 
ment: 

‘*It will thus be seen that the in- 
crease im production, which yas re- 
sumed during the year 1929, was'con- 
tinued into 19380. The average an- 
nual milk production per cow is now 
estimated at 4,600 pounds, with 175 
pounds of butterfat. The financial 
side is not quite so pleasing, how- 
ever, in that the market value of the 
year’s dqiry production declined by 
approximately 15 per cent. This de- 
cline was distributed at .a more or 
less irregular rate upon the various 
types of products. The fluid milk 
and cream market paid relatively bet- 
ter prices than did, for instance, the 
butter factories, which were ex- 
posed to keen competition and world- 
market condition im the marketing of 
their butter output Reference to the 
second table printed in this report 
will show t the average selling 
price of creamery butter at the fac- 
tory declined by 23 per cent. for the 
year, as compared with the average 
price of the previous year. 

‘*‘The butterfat in cream supplied 
to the creameries took a somewhat 
similar drop, and in this connection 
it is interesting to note that in one 
of the reports issued by the Empire 
Marketing Board there is a state- 
ment to the effect that the average 
London top quotation for New Zea- 
land and Australian butter declined 
to practically the same extent, name- 
ly, 24 per cent.’’ ” ”

THE FIVE CENT BONUS 


The five cent per bushel bonus be- 
ing paid this season to wheat grow- 
ers by the federal government will 
mean a good deal to the farmers of 
Alberta. With estimates in official 
circles placing the 1981 wheat crop 
in the neighborhood of 110 million 
bushels, something around five and 
a half million dollars will be paid to 
growers in this province. Im connec- 
tion with the payment of this bonus, 
the following facts have been made 
public: 

‘The bonus is retroactive and all 
wheat shipped now will be tallied 
and payment mede. No bonus cer- 
tificate will be issued after July 81, 
1932. ( wren |e 

‘« (Grower,’’ according to the reg- 
ulations drawn up by the Board of 
Grain Commissioners and approved 
by the Federal Minister of Finance, 
is a person who grows wheat by 
means of his own labor or by labor 
hired by him, but excludes farm la- 
borers. 

‘‘Issuers of bonus certificates are 
not allowed to deliver them to any- 
one but the grower. Penalties for 


violating the ‘regulations range from |} 
a fine up to $10000.or « term up to| | 
three months iff an ‘individual, or to' 


a fine of not more than $1,000 
the case of a corporation. ~ 

‘*Holding that the bonus is not 
garnisheeable, the regulations state 
that: ° | ‘ 

‘¢ ‘No person shall assign any 
claim to any bonus and no person 
shall accept any such assignment 
and no such assignment shall be 
valid or of -any effect whatsoever, 
and any person. authorized under 
these regulations to issue a bonus 
certificate is prohibited from recog- 
nizing or ‘acting upon any such as- 
signment or notice theieof.’? 

‘*‘The regulations also say that the 
bonus wilbnot be subject to any gar- 
nishment, ‘seizure, attachment on 
execution or any legal Tpaeten what- 
soever. oe0? 

Taking Western Canada as a whole 
with an estimated yield of between 
225 and 255 million bushels, the 
‘bonus will make available between 
11 and 18 million &llars. The in- 
troduction of this sum into the prai- 
rie business will undoubtedly have a 
salutary effect.
